Policemen 
wielded their night sticks freely .and 
brought them down on the heads of 
rioters.

Food Bill 


Is Passed 


By Senate 


BY TOTTED PRESS 
LEASED WIEE TO TSIBTOE 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Enact- 
ment of. the food control bill into 
law—the most drastic measure ever 
adopted for a republic—depends now 
upon a dozen conferees ot House and 
Senate. 


By eight-one to six, the Senate 
late today passed the measure, after 
weeks of bitter fighting and heated 
debate 
Its action represented a radi- 


cal deviation from the House bill.

A food administration board of 
three members—instead of toe 
one man board that Herbert C.

to be known as the 'joint committee 
fo expenditures In the conduct of the 
war.' 


COMPEL TESTOKXVT. 
"It shall be the duty of the com- 


mittee to keep itself advised with re- 
Sard to the expenditure or all appro- 
priations bearing on the conduct of 
the war made by Congress and the 
contracts relating thereto by officers 
of the executive departments, on re- 
quests to keep said committee fully 
advised as to such expenditures and 
contracts. 


"Such committee shall confer and 


advise with the President and the 
heads of the various executne de- 
partments, 
committees, 
\ oluntary 


boards or other organizations con- 
nected with the conduct of the war 
with a view to safeguarding expendi- 
tures and shall report to Congress 
from time to time in its own discre- 
tion or when requested to do so by 
either branch of Congress. 


"The membership of such commit- 


tee shall be designated by tho respec- 
tive committees of the Senate and 
House which select the members of 
the regular standing committees. 


"Such committee shall have power 


to act by sub-committee or otherwise 
and to send for persons and papers 
and administer oaths to summon and 
compel the attendance of witnesses 
and to emplov such clerical expert 
and stenographic assistance as shall 
be necessarv."

repairs is greater now than

old church, where the edge of the trench life is tangent to civilization, 
are contained in letters received here from Jack and Alan Nichols, 
sons of superintendent of schools Walter N. Nichols, who are in France 
as members of the American ambulance unit which is composed of 
California college boys. 


The first letter tells Jack Nichols' sensations at the sight of his first 


periscope, and the thrills of the danger zone. The second letter nar- 
rates the camp life on land. Both are full of impressions gleaned from 
the life around them. The letters follow:

the Espagne).—^ e have Ju^t finished 
our tea and cakes after having en- 
joyed a little brush with a submarine. 
They positively do not believe in sub- 
marines on this line. 
The officers 


and men have crossed many times. 
The line carries mall for Spain and 
also for Switzerland and Germany. 
Hence the U-boats don't get after the 
ships. That is the theory. 


The sea this afternoon was calm 


and the sky light, though covered 
with 
high 
clouds—fine 
submarine 


weather, as we remarked at noon 


IN DANGER ZONE 


Early this morning sometime we en- 


tered the danger zone. 
About half- 


past two I was on the upper deck, 
forward, watching the smooth roll of 
the ship, with a couple of other fel- 
lows. 
We saw a large steamer to 


starboard, way off on the horizon. 
It soon passed on out of sight, and 
we stood there discussing things in 
general, when. "Ca-boom'"—a loud 
explosion 
"Well, we're torpedoed," I said to 
myself, wondering why I didn't run 
down to my stateroom for a life 
belt 
There was the periscope on* the 
starboard bow, a black streak stick- 
ing up in the water, seemingly quite 
near, and the gunners were manning 
the forward gun. They -swung the 
gun around, and—"Boom1"—a deaf- 
ening roar. AJter a second 0" so, a 
white splash out by the periscope. 
Our ship was turning all the while, 
and bv this time the periscope was 
so far aft that the forward gun 
could not reach It 
I ran aft and 
climbed into a life boat where I 
could Bee, beside a French officer. 
The stern gun fired several times. 
Once It seemed the U-boat was hit. 
The splash was right at the peri- 
scope 
We all yelled and cheered, "Go 
get 'em!" "Sacre Dieu!" "Hit the 
old boy!" Everybody—passengers, 
crew, stewards, poilus, and all the 
rest of us—were on deck applauding. • 
The next shot fell quite short. Our 
wake showed that we had made a 
great "S" zig-zagging to escape. We 
straightened out and proceeded on 
our course, and The black =rr»?i<- rti=- 


Well, these are great days to be 
living in. Yesterday I said I wished 
•we would see a submarine. They say-, 
the torpedo from this one passed un- 
der our stern. I don't want to see 
another—until we are safe on terra 
firma. 


The pilot kept looking- for boche 
planes. Once he saw one and veered 
off to avoid It. Several other planes 
floated around, and several times we 
saw and heard shrapnel. Finally he 
flew over the city, where 2000 bocha 
shells had 
fallen 
the day 
before, 
where is located the old sacred monu- 
ment to the unspeakable barbarity of 
the Prussian that will stand in its 
ruins for generations to point the 
guilty finger at Germany. 
Then the pilot banked again and 
turned to go home. 
I snapped pic- 
tures as fast a.s I could. When sev- 
eral miles away, he cut down his 
motor and descended. When we got 
low -we felt the same bucking sen- 
sation in the wind. Up high all was 
mnrvelously smooth and calm. We 
tore over a town, shut off, dipped, 
and rushed to the ground, hit and 
bounced, hit again, and whizzed along 
the ground, turned and came along 
right back to the hangar. We had 
been ,ip about an hour, and I tried 
and tried to thank htm enough, but 
he seemed pleased to do it for me. 
We Americans are a novelty tiere, 
and that accounts for it, 1 guess. At 
Verdun, before, they chased us off 
the field and even thing. 


WOULD NOT TRADE 


That -was the most wonderful hour 


yet, 
and I wouldn't trade places with 
the king of Patagonia! The pilot 
rarely moved a thing after once get- 
ting up, and this flying ought to be 
easy. I must say the voices are call- 
in? me up in the ciouds. 


On the 19th, I came into Paris on 
the tram with Tucker, who drew 
first lot, and Fischoff. who has a wife- 
here. 
We got In at 10 30 p 
m., 
avoided the harpies, and found a 
hotel where we stayed over night. 
In the morning, Tm-ker and I went 
to the Hammam baths and enjoyed 
a wonderful Turkish bath 
Then we 
came up to Reynouard to eat. The 
place we staj ed before, j Hue Lekain, 
is for permissionaires only. We are 
treated royally. We have mattresses 
and sheets and eat In the dining 
room, while the new herd lines up 
•with mess pans at the bugle call. 
Everything now is like a military 
camp with barracks and tents in the 
back yard, and everything is done by 
the bugle. 


I found Jack husky and well and 
atout nil I do is to hang around and

IN THE MOVIES

Thev have a bum 
cook and so get poor food, and they 
work in 48-hour shifts. 
We have taken o\er another post 
where there are few blesses but lots 
of bombardments. 
I was on duty 
again at our first poste, but made 
only two runs 
Since mv last run 
out there, a shell has made a hole in 
our narrow street between shattered 
•walls. During the dav another shell 
knocked down part of a wall, so that 
we have to do a nice "S" turn to 
dodge through. 


SHELLS BURSTING 
During the night I had to go out 


from the reserve to the poste, and 
the shells were bursting- rather in- 
discriminately 
We smelled the pow- 
der, but. In the car. >ou can't hear 
the whistling of the shells, so it 
doesn't bother much 
There was a.

of law differs from private initiative. We do not 
adopt the volunteer1 system for jury service. We do 
not rely upon volunteers to pay taxes. These func- 
tions are not- only necessary, but they are honor- 
able. How much more so is the service that citizens 
are called upon to perform in defense of their coun- 
try, and that higher duty, the vindication of hu- 
manity?

BODY KEQUIREMEXTS OF FOOD. 


the first news of the American 


regulars' arrival in France came the 
brief announcement that the com- 
mander at the camp of our military 
vanguard was JMajor-General William 


When Major-General John J. Persh- 


ing was a "yearling" at West Point, 
one of the honor men of the first class . 
of that year, 1SS4, was Sibert of Ala-i 
bama. Since those days Pershms and 
Sibert have remained close friends. So 
it was no surprise to those who know 
the two famous soldiers that Sibert, 
the builder of the Gatun dam, the en- 
gineer who solved the flood problem 
of East China, and the officer who 
put the Manila railways on the map, 
was in France with Pershlng, and 
that to him had been allotted the task 
of camping tne American army. 


Until then no one outside of the 


inner circles of the war department 
knew that Major-General Sibert had 
crossed the Atlantic. That he is the 
man for the job not an officer in the 
army doubts. 


He was born In the little city of 


Gadsden, Ala.. October 12, I860, which 
means that he still has more than 
seven years of active service ahead of j 
him before he reaches the age limit 
set for our army officers by Congress. 


In 1S92, eight years after his grad- 


uation from West Point, the army rec- 
ords show that Sibert, then a first 
lieutenant of engineers, was one of 
the executive engineers In charge of 
the great Sault Ste. Marie canal'im- 
provement, and when the Spanish Avar 
broke out, in 1S9S, Sibert, who had 
gained the rank of captain, was | 
named by President McKinley as chief 
engineer of the Eighth army corps, a 
position he retained for only a few 
months, when he was traasferred to 
the Philippines and made chief en- 
gineer of the Manila and Dagupan 
railway, a? well ,->F the gpnrnl man- 
ager of the system. 
Old Philippine 


veterans still tell the story of how 
Sibert modernized that little jerkwater 
line in the Far East. 


Returning to the United State.; in 


1900, 
Sibert, still a captain, was as- 


signed to various river improvements, 
and within a few years came to be 
recognized as the most efficient river 
and harbor engineer in the countrv. 
There is hardly a. navigable river east 


of the Rockies with the development 
of which in one way or another he 
has not been identified. 


It was not until 1907 that his coun- 


trymen began to hear of him.

country by his appointment of a. then 
unknown major of engineers—George 
W, Goethals—as chief engineer of the 
Panama canal and president of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission. Shortly 
afterward he named three engineers 
as Goethals' chief assistants, Sibert, 
Gaillard and Harry F. Hodges. 


To Gaillard was given the great task 


of solving the problem of Culebra Cut, 
which cost him his life. To Sibert was 
assigned the job of building the Gatun 
locks and dam, the successful accom- 
plishment of which is now numbered 
among the engineering marvels of the 
age. 


A story is told of General Goethals 


which credits him with this remark in 
taking over the Panama canal com- 
mission: "I recognize but two enemies, 
one of them Culebra Cut and the other 
the locks and dams of Gatun." 


Goethals made the Gatun part of 


the canal a military department and 
placed Sibert in command. 
Quietly, 


modestly, withou fuss or feahers, SI- 
ber went to work. 
He was a great 


saver of men and money, and he soon 
found a way to make one dollar go 
where it took two dollars to go before. 


President Wilson, on March 4, into, 


named Sibert a brigadier general of 
the lino as an expression of the na- 
tion's gratitude to him for the work 
he had done at Panama. 
General 


Sibert was then ordered to ths Pacific 
coast as commander of the coast de- 
fenses. 
He immediately started in to 


bring those defenses up to date, and 
the present efficient condition of the- 
Pacific fortifications is another of his 
achievements. 
He also planned the 


first officers' training camp at the 
Presidio of Monterey.

HEADLIGHT LAW TO REMOVE MENACE 


IF ENFORCED WILL MEAN SAFETY 


Ono of tho most serious menaces that 


tho motorists have had to submit to is 
due to be eliminated if tho 
new 
law 


regulating the use of motor vehicle head- 
lights is properly enforced. 


Tha new law g-oes into effect next Sat- 


urday juid every motor vehicle- driver will 
lie required ur.der Its provision to so reg- 
ulate his headlights that there will be no 
glare of light In the eyes of anyone ap- 
proaching. 


There has been only one feature of the 


new ordinance that has occasioned criti- 
cism and that covers a point that will 
affect only a small percentage, of drivers. 
Heretofore -the law was nmbigruous as It 
did not define a dimming device and mo- 
torists could • adopt any means that thoy 
saw flt and officers of tho law were un- 
nbje to do anything, as they linil no 
"'Pthod of tellinc when n. headlight wns 
dimmed. The alternative for dimmers 
•WRS ;to tilt the headlights so that tlio 
center beam of light struck tho ground 
at a. point not more than seventy-five feet 
in advance of the car. 


Under the provisions of tho new act it 


will be necessary to tilt the lamps BO 
that none of the direct rays will reach 
higher than forty-two inches at a dis- 
tance of seventy-five feet In advance. 


ing them effective,a large number of drlv- 
or.s liavp Installed very powerful lamps In 
the headlights, and while they Increased 
tlie nomination for the driver to a cer- 
tain extent, they Increased the glare ten- 
fold more. 


"The use of spot lights has bosn the

country. 


To get at the actual facts of the new 


Borden delta highway the Peacock Auto 
Company of this city. Northern Cali- 
fornia distributor of the Chandler light 
six car, recently sent a party of local 
motorists in a. Chandler car over the 
road. The route of the tourists was by 
way of the Foothill boulevard, Hayward, 
Dublin, Livermore, Altamont canyon and 
Byron.

scenic attractions. Those who desire this 
feature should not fail to make one leg 
of the trip through Marsh creek canyon, 
the colorings of which during late after- 
noon and evening outrival anything of a 
similar nature within 100 miles of the bay 
region. Marsh creek canyon is traversed 
by a. good dirt road which attains de- 
lightful elevations along the hill sides, 


over great vistas of vineyards and small 
farms. 
The mountain scenery is very

By following- Marsh creek road the mo- 


torist passes through the towns of Clay- 
ton, Concord and Walnut Creek, return- 
ing to Oakland via the paved tunnel road 
There are many picnicking spots in the 
canyon alongside of a picturesque stream, 
where a basket lunch would be most 
enjoyable.

enable the small home builder to use 
them. 
These prize plans are now pub- 


lished by the Minnesota State Art Com- 
mission in complete detail form in folios 
that cost from 50 cent* *o $6 for the 
complete plans, representing- just about' 
tViB cost of production. This commis- 
sion puts out eighteen different plans for 
town or city homes, eighteen different 
plans for brick or hollow tile houses and 
eighteen plans for model farm houses. 
These homes are to cost from $1500 to 
$4000 according to the cost of material 
in the section where built. In Minnesota 


they average $3000. These plans are soid 
to anyone to any part of the country 
who ms.y wish to buy them. 


The Minnesota Commission does not 


trespass upon the field of the architect, 
and its announcement says: "The Com- 
mission is only concerned with the small 
home builder—the man who would not, 
under ordinary conditions, employ archi- 
tectural service. The commission sug- 
gests - to people who propose to spend 
larger sums of money than those repre- 
sented by the plans, to consult an archi- 
tect." 
The idea of this practical and educa- 


tional plan Is to put within the reach 
of the modest home builder plans that are 
the product of expert and trained archi- 
tects, and give him the benefit of proper 
systems of lighting, ventilation, sanita- 
tion, arrangement of rooms for the sav- 
ing of steps, labor and comfort. 
If left 


to himself the builder of such a home is 
not -likely to spend much time or money 
upon these considerations, all of which 
are essential to comfort and health,- and 
these the Minnesota plan seek to provide. 
Suggestions as to furnishings and land- 
scape gardening are also included.

fOST mysterious, most beauti- 


ful and most marvellous, Sat- 
urn is regarded by astrono- 


mers as the -wonder planet of the 
entire visible universe. With his 
strange system of rings and satel- 
lites, Saturn is literally shrouded in 
mystery, for a dense cloak of clouds, 
which science has not yet been able 
wholly to penetrate, constantly en- 
velops this planet. What lies he- 
hind these clouds no one knows, al- 
though the late Prof. Perciyal Lowell, 
auer exhaustive research, reached 
the conclusion that the interior ol 
Saturn was built up in layers 'like 
an onion, each layer revolving at a 
different speed. 


To the unaided eye Saturn app.eafs 


merely as a star of the first magni- 
tude, revealing nothing of his strange 
appendages. It has only been since 
the building of the most powerful of 
the modern telescopes that the wpn- 
ders of Saturn in all his splendor are 
now revealed to m.ortal eyes. 


"It was not only the lack pf instru- 


ments," says an, astronomical au- 
thority in Popular Science Monthly, 
"that withheld the beauty of Saturn 
from the ancients, but his remote- 
ness as well. 


"The average distance Of Saturn 


from th.e sun is about 886,000,000 
miles. That enormous orbit arpund 
the sun is traveled in the space of 
391_ years. In other words, a year 
on Saturn is the equivalent of 29% 
of our years. But his day is only 10 
hpurs 14 minutes long. It must not 
be supposed from this that Saturn 
is slow. In a single second he covers 
nearly six miles—a speed far greater 
than, that of a rifle bullet. 


'Althpugh Saturn is enormously 


larger than the Earth, he is not near- 
ly so dense. If it were possible to 
drop Saturn into an inconceiv^ly 
vast ocean, he' would float like so 
much pine wood. And yet, so enor- 
mous is the bulk of Saturn (his di- 
ameter at the equator is 75,000 mjlegj 
that he weighs more than 95 times 
as much as the Earth." 


One of the most difficult, most 


fascinating problems in all astronom- 
ical spience is that pf Saturn's rings. 
And. what is the conclusion of the 
mathematicians.? 
Simply that each 


ring lq an enormous shoal of extreme- 
ly minute bpdies, that "each, of these 
little bodies pursues .an orbit pf its 
own around the planet, and js (n fact, 
merely a satellite. These bodies are 
so numerous and so close together 
that they would seem to be continu- 
ous, and they may he very minute, 


which regulate the railway arches 
with which we are familiar. 


"The continuance of these arches 


defends uppii the resistance of the 
stones forming' them to a crushing 
force. Eicii ptoao of an aixii i= sub- 
jected to a vast pressure, but stone 
is a material capable of resisting 
such pressure, and the arch remains. 
The wider the span of the arch, fhp 
greater is the pressure to which each 
stone ia exposed. At length the span^ 
is reached which corresponds to a 
pressure as great as the stones can 
safely bear, and accordingly we thus 
find the limiting span over which a 


single arch of masonry can be ex- 
tended. 
Apply- these principles to 


the stupendous arch formed by the 
ring of Saturn. 


"It can be shown that the pressure 


on lilt; uiiaeriais oi the aich capable 
of spanning an abyss of such awful 
magnitude would be something so 
enormous that no materials we know 
of -would bp oar>ahl» of hp^rlntr It. 
Were the ring formed of the toughest 
steel that was ever made, the pres-

He was 
speakipg of the persimmon, and his 
words express the prevailing impres- 
sion in regard to that fruit, with the 
difference that while he specifically 
ascribes the puckering quality .to the 
linrlpe persimmon, most people seem 
tp think that it is an unvarying char- 
acteristic of the fruit. 


This is quite untrue, as the depart- 


ment pf agriculture points out in a 
recent bulletin designed to encour- 
age the'use of the persimmon. The 
ripe persimmon is, 'as another ex- 
pjprer called it, a "delicious little 
plum," and possesses, besides, a food 
value which is only surpassed by the 
date. 


Throughout the region where the 


pergimmpn grows in abundance it is 
held in such slight esteem that it is 
cqmmo.nly spoken of as "good for 
dqgs, hogs .and 'possums," and per- 
sons possessing fine trees, with no 


dogs, hogs or 'possums to eat the 
fruit, allow it to go to waste. 


One reason for this neglect is the 


mistaken notion that persimmons 
are unfit to eat until they have -been 
touched by frost. 
As much of the 


best fruit falls before the frost 
comes, it is left to, rot, or to be eaten 
by stock. As a matter of fact, it is 
only late varieties of the persimmon 
that are npt edible till the 
frost 


comes. These, if eaten before that 
time, do pupker the mouth and have 
therefore done much to give the fruit 
its bad reputation. Perfectly ripe 
fruit, says the department, never 
puckers the mouth, -but to be on the 
safe side it is well to add, when 
cooking it, half a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing soda to each cupful of pulp. This 
counteracts the astringency to which 
the familiar puckering is due, and 
there is always a possibility that 
some green fruit may have found its 
way into the mass. 


There are various ways to make 


the bitter or "puckery" persimmon 
sweet, and one of these is to dry it 
and then pack in boxes like figs.

Lifeboat of Paper 
A 


PAPER lifeboat that can be 
packed away in a space o£ 


• aooui one cubic foot, but 


which, when inflated, is seaworthy 
and durable, is the invention of a re- 
tired admiral of the Japanese navy. 
The boat Is constructed from the 
Japanese paper called "hashikirazu," 
which is treated chemically to make 
it waterproof. 


The paper comes from the mul- 


berry tree. It is unusually durable, 
and possesses great strength -when 
the stresses are in the direction of 
the fibre. 


A thin sheet of paper that is strong 


when stressed in any direction ia 
made by pasting together two sheets 
with the fibres crossing at right an- 
gles. This is the way in which the 
paper boats are constructed. 


The first boat manufactured by the 


admiral consisted merely of a large 
pillow with a depression in the cen- 
tre, the whole being inflated with air. 
Because of the ease with which pa- 
per can be punctured, it was neces- 
sary to change the method of con- 
struction, so several pipe-like hags 
were made and placed side by side in 
the form of a raft which finally was 
modified to the form of a boat. The 
result is a life-saving craft practi- 
cally immune to wreck, for even if 
otte or two of thp pipps are punctured 
or broken, tho boat still has suffi- 
cient buoyancy to be seaworthy.

' RT every cel«ry leaf this year, and 


ev«ry yea.r. If you cannot use 
them freah. UTO the celery leaves 
for delicious grtens when hot, or 


cold celery greens for a salad. 
.In making .a vegetable soup base of 
celery leaves, one or the other or both 
tojrether, we a little cayenne pepper to 
set the flavor of tha llauld. .Tha solid 
parts can always be utilized as salad 
material. The outer stalk of the sum- 
mer celery If not blanched in many 
c*s*a end th« only profitable -way to 
UM it la to cook it. 


A celery liquid, though -without energy 


value*, contains a nutritive element that 
la more needed t*»*Tt anything in & meat 
liquid or stock, ThlJ la-tter has hardly 


- more calories, unless it contains more 


Is usually left In, than 
a celery soup base-

of the mesa. 
The house finches have 


taken to settling- in pockets, of the con- 
glomerate cliffs, and the dusky warbler, 
instead of building on the ground, has 
grown to prefer a vine, shrub, or even 
the branches of a tree. The island -mock- 
ing bird and house finch wear feather bi.bs 
deeply stained by the red juice of the 
opuntia cactus, on which they feast. 


The whole life cycle of the smaller birds 


of these Southern California islands is 
shifted a month or six weeks earlier than 
on the mainland. This early nesting is 
due partly to the mildness of the win- 
ters, but even more to the abundance of 
the food supply, 
for 
insects 
abound 


everywhere, since there is no frost to re- 
duce their numbers. Moul ing is earlier 
than on the mainland, and birds in fresh 
plumage may be taken in early August, 
or even earlier. Despite the house cats, 
which roam wild on many of the islands, 
small birds are particularly numerous, 
because of the abundance of food sup- 


Ply, the infrequency of natural enemies, 
and the excellent cover afforded by cac- 
tus" and thorny scrub, -where they can 
nest and rest secure from everything.

not liable for a contract entered into by 
his wife who was acting- personally and 
apparently without an agreement with 
her husband. This is the gist of an opin- 
ion handed dogn by Judge Malcolm C. 
Glenn in a. case in which a sewing ma- 
chine company sued Harry A. Hiddleson. 
Judge Glenn ordered the action dismissed 
with costs for defendant. 


The complaint cited that defendant's 


wife, Mrs. Irene Hiddleson, entered into 
a contract with the sewing machine com- 
pany to purchase a machine. 
It was 


shown that she gave another machine. 
which was her sole property, as part 
payment. 
Lnter .she failed to continue 
the payments nnd the machine company 
instituted suit against the husband. 
In his decision, which is of general 
Interest, Judge Glenn held that a new 
machine apparently was not a necessity 
which the husband legally was obliged 
| to pay for. HP also found that there was 
no evidence tending to show that the 
husband had instructed his wife to enter 
into the contract.

When Senator Phelaii needed a publicity 
agent he was recommended and got the job. When the 
senator went to Washington he advanced Irby to the 
position of private secretary. IrbAr's health would not 
biand uie trying V\ aslnngton climate, and so he was 
furnished a billet that enabled him to come back to 
California and live. There is no objection to the ap- 
pointee from any unbiased quarter, but some of the 
faithful are complaining that nothing in the way of 
recognition of party service "goes" nowadays. If one 
has a drag, that is all that is needed. It is particularly 
all that is needed if you come from one of the Southern 
States and are iufluentially vouched for from that sec- 
tion. A Southern indorsement is of greater poten- 
tiality than a Northern. California Democrats have 
realized this with much force. California is not nor- 
mally a Democratic State. And the great majority of 
the minority were against Wilson at the outset. Many 
of the strong men of the party thus find themselves at 
a double discount. In consequence there is much mur- 
muring when such an appointment is made over the 
heads of party workers. A weird story is-promulgated 
about Irby getting this considerable appointment with- 
out Senator Phelan knowing it. Awaiting a time when

Disclosures As to Scott 


The trial of ex-Collector Scott for shortage of funds 


while he was the collector of internal revenue has 
taken an unusual turn. There is no louger a question 
that there has been an actual shortage. That could 
not be denied when the money was counted up; but 
the ex-collector accounts for it in a most unusual way. 
He says it Avas stolen while he was away doing politics 
"under orders." It is to be recalled that Scott came 
into his federal job through his aptitude for the polit- 
ical game. He did valiant service for the cause and 
was duly rewarded therefor. In office he was uot able 
to get along with political "powers'' which essayed to 
dominate his office, aud a year and a half ago tendered 
his resignation. It was uot immediately accepted, and 
he was summoned to Washington, lie came back to a 
changed situation. Instead of taking orders he ap- 
peared to be in a position to give them. It seems that 
his ; 01:1:00.1 i_apalnl.ij v\..ia appreuaieu at \Yaoiiington, 
for it is alleged in his attorney's openiug statement, in 
amelioration of the loss of money in his custody, that 
from August to November of last A ear he was away 
from his office doing politics, and that during that 
time the thefts occurred. This does not exculpate, 
but it may go some way to account for the neglect of 
duty through which the delinquency occurred. The ex- 
collector evidently thought that such things as are now 
coming to pass could not happen to one who rendered 
such service.

Slow Progress on the Viaduct 


Action looking to the construction of a viaduct 


across East street is coming up, albeit with very de- 
liberate speed. Some two months ago the Knave gave 
particulars of the plans having been made by the Stare 
engineer, and of the *5jifrilicn»}np<5 l)ping in i-mir«p of 
preparation by the engineer of the Harbor Board. 
Well, the specifications are all complete aud have been 
sent to the State printer. They are not voluminous 
and there is not a great edition to be printed, but it 
is represented that the State printing office is so 
rushed with work that these specifications will have 
to wait. The improvement that thousands of people 
are patiently awaiting, dodging miscellaneous and 
menacing traffic meanwhile in crossing the city's con- 
gested waterfront, has thus been held up. After re- 
ceiving the printed specifications, proposals for con- 
structing the viaduct will be invited. It will be some 
time after this before visible progress in the work is 
made, as orders for steel Lave to take their turn. 
It will be some time after the order for this material 
is in before it is filled. And the material will cost 
more than twice as much now as it would have cost 
two j-ears ago. The expense of this structure, it is 
figured, will be under £40,000, but the t^nvail over 
getting it built has been greater than in many projects 
of magnitude. 
Road to Hunter's Point 


All who have made the trip to Hunter's Point over- 


land, especially in the inclement season, will be inter- 
ested to know that commendable progress is being 
made in establishing and paving a direct road con- 
necting that important suburb with the city proper. 
The way has been devious and precarious heretofore. 
It has been through unimproved streets, over ttnfenced 
lols, traversing rough country over hill and down dale, 
very difficult for light going and entirely impossible 
for freighting vehicles. The distance is some two miles. 
The city has been for two years acquiring rights of 
way to connect up sections of streets already laid 
out aud to align on a more direct route, until now 
it is at the work of putting the thoroughfare in order. 
The major portion of the expense is borne by the city. 
The Union Iron Works is contributing and a part of 
the cost is assessed on the abutting property. The lack 
of a practical road to Hunter's Point, it was feared, 
would militate against its selection by the naval 
authorities, and anyhow would become an urgent 
necessity if it was selected, and hence the sudden 
activity providing it. Heretofore the only practical 
way of getting to Hunter's Point has been by water. 
Retirement of Judah 


Railroad men and many others in commercial life, 


and especially older Calil'oruiaiis, took account of the 
retirement of H. E. Judah from active service this 
month, after a career of forty-seven years with the 
Central and Southern Pacific system. He ended his 
active career as the assistant general passenger agent, 
but began it as an office boy. He came from an eminent 
railroad family, his father having been, intimately 
connected with the projection aud construction of the 
Central Pacific line across the Sierra Nevadas, being 
the greatest railroad achievement of the time. Mr. 
Judah is noted for being a glad-hander—not of the per- 
functory kind with a pump motion in handshaking arid 
a property smile, but a. man of genuine geniality. Be- 
cause of his courtesy and tact he has been entrusted 
with many of the social duties of the great organiza- 
tion. In twenty-five A ears it is reckoned that upon him 
devolved the duty of looking after the comfort and 
entertainment of 500 distinguished men and women 
who came or departed via the Southern Pacific lines. 
Among them were seven Presidents of the United 
States. 
The Soldier Personnel 


It is estimated that wheu things are fairly going 


there will be 50.00U soldiers quartered in the immediate 
vicinity of San Francisco. They will come and go, as 
they are trained and shifted. 
The Palo Alto canton- 


ment will accommodate 40.000. and there will always 
be at least 10.000 at the Presidio. This will give the 
city very much of a military air. Indeed, it has that 
already, for the man in uniform is omnipresent. It 
is observed that the soldier seems to class differently 
than heretofore. There is a total absence of roysrering, 
an absence of the devil-may-care spirit, that used to 
be associated with the soldiery.

The several other things that 
have been done in the soldier's behalf have served to 
bring him to a state of greater self-respect. Young 
men who may enter the sen ice with can-loss habits 
and slipshod ways uet straightened up and snow bodily 
improvement in surprisingly short timo. 
Military 


methods have appreciatively impioved in very recent 
times. Attention is paid to many things in the person 
and conduct of the soldier that formerly were not con- 
sidered within the province of government. 
Looking Out for Soldiers

safeguarding of men of the army and navy from the 
moral plague, is a new project for ihe ph\.-ical protec- 
tion of soldiers and sailors, [t is planned on lines not 
hilhtvlo followed. Tin- crux of the plan is w devote 
physical attention to the other sex. A high officer in 
the army explaine.d the importance of doing something 
in this direction. Ko represented that tlu> ><>rt of thing 
which it is sought to counteract has made greater in- 
roads upon [he health of soldiers and sailors than all 


other causes put together. Forty thousand men Avill be 
encamped at Palo Alto and lO.tKX) at the Presidio, ami 
anything that may be done for their welfare should 
be done at once. It is realized that the greatest obstacle 
to the perfect working of such plans Avill be the soldiers 
themselves. They are very likely to object to being 
considered in need of guardians, whether they do need 
them or not. The soldier, above all men, hns a feeling 
that he is able to take care of himself. Due recognition 
of this characteristic would have preHndpd innking m 
effort of this character so palpable. 
The Thor's Coffee

page last week relating to a cargo of Brazilian coffee. 
The writers are the exclusive brokers for W. E. Grace 
& Co.', and sold the entire cargo of the steamer Thor, 
Avhich amounted to 100,005 bags, instead of 100,000 
bags flat. There was a qualifying clause in the ac- 
count last week, to the effect that the value of the 
shipment, which Avas given as 8205.000, did not seem 
adequate. It goes Avithout saying that a bag of coffee 
is worth more than a bag of Avheat, and it Avas apparent 
that the figures as they appeared put wheat in the 
ascendency. A bag of Santos coffee is worth S15, and 
this cargo was worth something more than Sl,500.000. 
As an indication of the growing importance of San 
Francisco as a coffee receiving and distributing center 
it is & la Led that this was the largest single shipment 
of coffee ever received at this port. The largest cargo 
ever brought to the United States was 130,000 bags, 
Avhich was landed at Xew York in the early part of 
this year: and in March this same steamer Thor con- 
veyed to that port a cargo of 107,250 bags. The in- 
formation upon which the statement was made that the 
San Francisco shipment was to be immediately shipped 
East was from a source that seemed beyoud question, 
and led to the speculation as to why it was brought 
via this city. The Knave is advised that the importa- 
tion never went East, but was distributed to bona fide 
roasters and dealers on the Pacific Coast. In proof 
of this, the manifest of the steamer Thor is given, with 
the names of the twenty-eight receivers, and the num- 
ber of bags each received. Excepting some 12.775 bags 
in transit to Bussia, and 1700 to British Columbia, all 
the receivers are Pacific Coast dealers, and most of 
them firms that bear, familiar names here.

Ruction Over the State Building 


Willis Polk has by no means subsided in the matter 


of the proposed HCAV State building at the civic center. 
He objects to the plan that has been accepted, and not 
only objects, but is unalterably opposed to it. Xot only 
is he opposed to it, but he is doing his level best to 
prevent its being carried out. As he Avas not a com- 
petitor in the architects' competition, and as he is an 
architect of standing, lie is able to make it uncomfort- 
able for a Avhole lot of people who are concerned in 
one Avay and another. His objection. Avhich seems to 
be shared by a number of the leading architects, is that 
the proposed building does not conform in essential 
lines and characteristics to the other public buildings 
in the civic center; that it will be a discordant note, as 
it were, in what was intended to be, and might readily 
be, architectural harmony. All this has been threshed 
over and over again in the ne\vs accounts, a drawing 
of the proposed building has been architecturally com- 
pared Avith the buildings already erected at the center, 
and the features that clash have been pointed ont and 
discussed. That Polk's contentions are considerably 
supported Avas manifest last Tuesday, when a large 
number of architects and others interested assembled 
at the City Hall because he had announced that he was 
to address the building committee of the Board of 
Supervisors .on the subject. But the committees and 
boards and officials concerned failed to shoAV up, so 
that Polk has issued another notice that he expects 
to meet the committee next Tuesday, and has invited 
the same company by letter to-be present and contro- 
vert any contention he may make if it shall be Avrong. 
Incidentally, the Auditorium has come in for a slap 
in this controversy. While the Auditorium is not held 
by Polk to be an architectural jewel, he admits that 
it conforms Avith the otlier structures at the center, and

placed within a warm window of the 
home, starling tho seeds In Iho cold 
season when they could not be planted 
out of doors.

a limit, of time to leave soedliiiRS In 
the «eed boxes but they may be trans- 
ferred temporarily to other boxes if it 
i.s not desired to set thorn out at once. 


A little forohtought will enable 
a 


comparatively small trad of land to 
supply the average family wllh fresh 
vegetables throughout 
the 
growing 


season. Most owners of small gardens 
are content to raise a .single crop on 
each plot of land at thoir disposal. It 
Is eiuilo possible, however, to grow 
two or three crops In one season, and 
If these are

1 imagine I 
have met with some adventuies out of 
the usual run of schoolboy's experi- 
ences, and if I have written some of 
them down, it has been with the laud- 
able desire of amusing other

excuse for this volume. J make no 
apology for its many 
faults.

were told in a scholarly manner and 
in the rounded sentences, periods and

tated Belgium la tho subject of many 
a red speculation today.

"Do We 'N^eTa New Idea 


of 
God?" is Work of 


Minister Who Would Ex- 
press His Unconventional 
Religious Beliefs. 


While one of 
the most 
vital of 


English novelists is busily describing 
to us a bishop, who, 
through /the 


stimulus of a strange drug, begins to 
see that his God is" not a "God oC 
felted theologies and inexplicable doc- 
trines," an American Unitarian min- 
ister has boon expressing his conviction 
of the same thing in a small volume, 
called "Do Wo Need a Now Idea of 
God?" 


Bowling down the notions inherited 


from generation to generation, the 
Rev. Edmund H. Roeman depicts his 
God as a cosmic strugglcr, striving 
through tho ages toward perfection, 
tils God Is Bernard Shaw's Life Force, 
expressing itself In a continued upward 
constructive urge. His book is likely 
to disturb conventional minds, with- 
out a doubt, 


It Is not man, he suggests, who 


needs God, but God who needs man. 
"No true man," is his way of putting 
it, "is greatly troubled about saving 
his soul. 
What men arc 
troubled 


about is how they can make life here 
and now count, and count for some- 
thing they can really feel 
la worth 


while. It is all very well 
going to 


church and singing psalms, listening 
to trained, paid choruses, quartets and 
chohte and well-groomedi ministers, 
but if It Is all to end there then re- 
ligion can no longer hope lo count for 
much in tho modern world. As a form 
of Sunday recreation for people who 
lack red blood, or are piously Inclined, 
or prefer music and sermon ono. day 
a week to golf and the automobile, 
religion may continue to 
exist 
for 


some time to come, but if that is all it 
is going to mean It can no longer hope, 
to count as anything of a factor in 
tho lives of tho people who aro shap- 
ing tho policies and doing the real 
work of tho world. 


Mr. Tteoman feels that the Idea of 


a God who is a monarch, a God who 
is able to prevent tho heavy sorrow 
of tho world is worn out, that it had 
its clay with monarchies and oligar- 
chies, lie believes that tho man of 
today desperately needs faith in a 
great power for good, but that it must 
bo something quite different from a 
Supreme Being who approves blood- 
shed as part of his plan for bringing 
order out of chaos. Then, too, he de- 
plores tho necessity "for tho introduc- 
tion of religious vaudeville into Chris- 
tian, churches and church activities" to 
fill the building, just as he deplores 
the "common theological theory that 
all tho world is of necessity under 
the ban of guilt and stands in urgent 
need of reconciliation with God bo- 
foro over peace and salvation can ba 
assured." 


To quoto a bit of his conclusion: 
"God is not a long way off, and He 


Is not an offended Dotty looking down 
upon us offending creatures. He is 
the God of all this mighty life-strug- 
gle, and Ho has brought us Into being 
in order that through our powers of 
brain and mind He may achieve yet 
greater victories."

tin artist is this selective appreciation 
of the terms of bis medium, and his 
mastery of its particular 
problems. 


It is a noteworthy fact that, even as

are men who

been made by mon who are equally 
proficient as painters, but who yet

For a pastel palotle

artist has an almost unlimited range 
of chromatic colo/; Ihe pigment and 
Iho chalk being hold together by an 


aqueous substance (gum tragaca-nlh), 
which is not, however, a vehicle for 
spreading the pigm.cnt, as oil Is in oil 
painting or water in water-color, The 
pastel coloi- is applied by direct touch 
or pressure to the slightly roughened 
surface of the paper.

conveyed is literally the dry pigment; 
and as a light touch rests only on

or full tones of the same color. 


"Tho difference between the tech- 


nique of oil" painting and tha'. of pas- 
tel Is inherent in the material condi- 
tions of tho two mediums, Tho beau- 
tiful 
quality of nn oil pninllng de- 


penfls upon tho successive films and 
washes or brush-strokes of pigment 
lending to produce a genera], rich, 
permanent surface. 
But the pastel la 


not, as oil painting, a medium for 
spreading over or covering larger sur- 
faces. 
Us essential characteristic Is 


direct brilliancy of-color, gained by 
direct, 
expressive 'touch; 
and 
the 


blending or mixing of color, 
to 
any 


groat, extent, upon tho paper HselC 
obviously defeats the specific end of 
the medium. The sparkling freshness, 
the Jewelled brilliancy of u pastel is 
In fact due to the minutely granular 
substances of the pigment which sits 
more or less lightly upon the surface 
of the. paper, allowing lig-ht to illu- 
minate and interpenetrate the very 
pigment itself. 
The old custom of 


stumping out or rubbing In the color 
upon tho paper has therefore become 
more or less obsolete and is generally 
regarded as the mark of the ama- 
teur, since this method must, of ne- 
cessity, 
destroy 
the 
cmirueloristic 


physical brilliancy of the pastel "me- 
dium. 


"With a prepared palette of almost 


unlimited ranee, a technical mastery 
of the nrt of pastel Is dependent upon 
the artist's expert selection of tone 
und color. 
The basis of a good pns- 


tcl is good drawing. 
Upon this the 


color Is laid, lightly or heavily, giv- 
ing life, beauty and variety to full 
planes, contours and surfaces, but in 
no woy obscuring the delicate ground- 
work of pattern, 
In short, the pas- 


tel requires a precision as incisive as 
that of un etching; and not the least 
delighlful feature of the art is the 
fact, that it is scarcely less perma- 
nent than the 
lines engraved upon 


copper. 
Although fragile to touch, 


the pastel, if protected by glass from 
mechanical injury, will preserve. Its 
brilliant color 
longer 
than 
an 
oil 


painting which, because of tho vehicle 
of oil or varnish 
used, 
is 
subject 


eventually to the tonal change 
oC 


time. 


"The art of pastel painting', (here- 


fore, is not by any means a slight ait, 
or one on which the artist may not 
expend with assurance his full powers 
of artistic expression. 
That tho art 


has so often been regarded as slight 
or 'sketchy' is due no doubt to the 
lack of appreciation by both artists 
and public of these Important facts. 
But there is no longer any excuse for 
tills point of view. To make the small 
but perfect Tanagra required a hand 
and eye no less skilled than to grave 
Hgurcd upon the Parthenon. In fact, 
no hand 
and eye 
could do either 


without being capable of doing both." 


GEORGE BEIAOWS PRAISED

Stewart Surveys

cal renaissance in Hie United States 
nro il.-iUy contradicted by Albert Spald- 
Ing, tho American violinist, who insists 
that the musical faculty is innate In 
individuals and that mere social exer- 
cise of the voice Is not polng to per- 
form inlrnoleft of transmutation. 
In 


an interview with Herbert I<\ Peyser, 
published In Musical America, ho pays: 


"In maintaining that art is aristo- 


cratic 1 do not refer to the social 
hiatus of those who cultivate it, since, 
for that matter, some ot the most dis- 
criininailng appreci.itor.s may be found 
among the clu.sso.s of humblest mate- 
rial means. 
The nobility is rather a 


matter of intellectual perception; on 
the port of those that receive tho 
mcsssigc the affluence thru of mental 
and emotional sensitiveness. 
Proper 


reaction to a line artistic stimulus im- 
plies a distinction of Inentality and a 
poise of emotional attitude. 


"I consider tho community ehorua 


an excellent thing socially, a bad thing 
musically. • There can be no question 
111 at people get* real pleasure from 
coming together and joining in songs.
